I. GENERAL ACTIVITIES OP THE 
NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY 

T-1 indicated on December 26, 1956, that the 
National Renaissance Party (NRP) continues to maintain 
headquarters at 10 West 90th Street, New York Clty^ 
in the apartment of JAI'lES MADOLE, its national leader. 

He stated that two public meetings were held 
by the Party on November 2, and December 13^ 1956^ which 
were attended by only a small number of people. He 
indicated that MADOLE frequently holds informal 
meetings at his apartment which are also attended by 
a small number of people. He added that the Party 
apparently is not .gaining any strength and that MADOLE 
expressed his disappointment at the small turnouts which 
they had had for their public meetings. 

T-1 added that JAMES BdADOLE has indicated 
that he is now deriving an income of about s40 per month 
for the Party mainly through the selling of 'Egyptian and 
Arab literature. 



T-2, who w as in a position to furnish reli ablp^ 
information, indlcatedf 
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It is to be noted that VINCENT J. NOLA is the 
oTwner of Nola Studios, II3 VJest 57th Street, New York 
City, where meetings of the NRP have been held. 

Information furnished hj T-2 should not be 
made public except after the issuance of a subpoena 
duces tec\;im. 

II, INDIVIDUALS CONNECTED WITH THE NR P 
JAiyiES H. MDOLE 

T~l indicated on December 14, 1S56, that 
at all meetings, of the NRP, MADOLE is alwaj^s the principal 
speaker. He indicated that at a meeting on December 13, 
1956^ MADOLE spoke at length praising Premier NASSER and 
the Arab states. 

MADOLE also indicated at this meeting that 
there could never be peace in the Middle East vntXl the 
State of Israel is obliterated. 

MADOLE also attacked the S^lprerae Court and 
Attorney General BROWNELL for forcing the "nieg^i-s" down 
the throat of the South. 

^ ^ T-1 indicated on December 3, 1956, that MADOLE 

had contacted Nola Studios and arranged for a meeting 
room on the night of December 14, I956. However, he had 
later changed this meeting date to Thursday, December 13, 
1950, because he had a date with a new girl fi-iend on the 
14th.

T-1 added that MDOLE had reoentlj indicated 
that he had received a letter from JOHN KASPER^, leader 
of the White Citizens Council in Washington^ D. C, 
which indicated plans to hold a meeting in Washington 
and requesting MDOLE to be present as one of the speakers. 
MADOLE had stated that he was thinlring of going to this 
meeting when a definite date is established. 

T-3:, who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, indicated on December 17^, 1956^ that JAMES 
MADOLE resides at 10 West 90th Street, Apartment 8, 
with his mother GRACE MDOLE. 

He stated there has been a great deal of 
activity during the past month at this apartment in that 
every evening, many people visit the MDOLEs. He indicate 
he believes that members of the NRP hold frequent meetings 
in this apartment but he is ujiable to identify any of 
these members, 

GRACE MDOL E 

T-1 stated on December 26, I956, that GRACE 
MADOLE continues to reside at 10 West 90th Street, Apartment 
o, with her son, JAmS MADOLE, who is leader of ttB 
NRP. 



He said that she is still employed at the 
, . . Metropolitan Life Insurance Company, New York City, and 
ty ML . apparently works long hours at this job although she is 
^ /> reportedly eligible to retire. He added that she apparently 
has no close associates and very seldom engages in any 
activity except that connected with the NRP, 

He stated that she attended meetings of the 
NRP held at Nola Studios, Nevj York City, on November 2, 
1956, and December 13, 1956. He said that at both of 
these meetings, she was seated at the literature table 
and was active selling Egyptian literature wMch the Party 
had for sale as well as regular NRP literature. 
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T-1 further stated that GRACE MftDOLE has never 
been a speaker at any of these meetings and takes no 
other active part in the meetings except in the selling 
of literature. 

He said that she 'is not Imown to ever have 
been active in any other organizations and her main 
reason for supporting the NRP appears to be in support 
of her son. He said that she feels that so long as 
JAMES MADOLB is actively interest&d in the IJRB, that 
she will be able to aid him and coimsel him. 

E THEL CROOKES 

T-1 indicated on November 8^, 1956^ that 
ETHEL CROOKES had attended a meeting of the NRP on 
November 2, 1956, at N la Studios, New York City. He 
indicated, however> that she had not been associating 
with members of the NRP in recent months, to his knowledge, 
and he knew of no activities she h<^ currently performed 
for the Party. He stated that at no time did cihe ever 
appear to hold an influential position in the NRP and 
although she is referred to as Treasurer of the NRP, he 
does not believe that she has any part in the operation 
of the Party. '' 




BENJAMIN gREEDMANi 

T-j/indicated on November 27, 1956, that 
BENJAMIN FREEI^AN continues to confer with JAI-IES MADOLE 
about future issues of the "National Renaissance Bulletin." 
FREEDMAN reportedly is anxious to maintain his contact 
with MADOLE in order to use this publication as a vehicle 
for his views in propaganda. 

T-1 indicated on December 28, 1956, that 
PREEDMAN, who for many years has been friendly with 
Arab officials in New York City, has recently been attending 
United Nations Committee meetings. He stated that at 
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these meetings^ FREEDMN would attempt to ingratiate 
himself with Arab officials and on other occasions 
he would indicate to people that he is backing several 
publications. The informant indicated that he is 
making a general nuisance of himself and most people 
regard him as a man with a disordered mind. 

This informant also indicated that for many 
years J PJREEDMAN had oeen associated with and supported 
Common Sens^" the publication of CONDE MC GINLEY^ but 
that recently they had an argument over material that 
PREEDMAU wanted published and that they have not met ' 
since that time. 

It is noted that "Coimnon Sense^," published by 
the Christian Educational Association of Union^ New 
Jersey^ was characterized in a report issued on December 
17;, 1S54, by the Conmiittee on Un-American Activities 
of the United States House of Representatives as a 

hate group" vehicle publishing "some of the most 
vitriolic hate propaganda ever to come to the attention 
of the Committee." According to the report^ "Common 
Sense" depicts Communism as "Judaism" and devotes its 
pages almost exclusively to attacks on the Jewish, and to 
a les-ser extent^ the Negro minorities in our nation. 
Sympathy for the former Nasi regime in Germany is also 
injected into this" propaoanda .

T^'l indicated on December 26y 19563 that 
FREDERICK IaJEJSS has visited JAfffiS MDOLE at his apartment 
recently on several occasions.

"Official organ of the National Renaissance 
Party devoted to a restoration of the American repuplic, 
a preservation of American sovereignty and the establishment 
of an American regime based on the principles of racial 
nationalism and social o'ustice." 

IV. ACTION TAIiEN TO IMPLEMENT 
THE PROGRAM OF THE NRP 

A. Meetings 

T-1 indicated on October 19, 1956, that JAMES 
MADOLE had reserved a room at Nola Studios to hoTd a 
meeting of the NRP on Friday evening, November 2, I956. 

T~l indicated en October 31, 1956, that the 
NRP had distributed cards announcing a major political 
rally sponsored by the NRP on November 2, 1956, at the 
Nola Studios, II3 West 57th Street, New York City. 

T~l indicated on November 6, 1956, that a 
meeting of the subject group was held from 8:45 P. M. 
until 10:45 P. M. on November 2, 1956, at Nola Studios, 
New York City. He stated that';approximately 27 people 
were present and that $16.00 was received in a collection.

T-1 indicated that MDOLE was the principal 
speaker and he spoke in favor of Egypt and against Israel. 
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He stated that MA.DOLE praised Premier NASSER 
of Egsrpt and spoke against the Jews in America and Israel.

attacking the United Nations and that | | spoke about 
ten minutes praising Senator MC CARTHY and General 
MC ARTHUR and , instructing the; people as to how they 
might write in their protest votes in the forthcoming 
election. 

The informant added that this meeting was 
orderly and no incidents transpired. 

T-1 indicated on December Jj 1956, that 
MADOLE had prepared and distributed an announcement entitled, 
"The National Renaissance Party Sponsors a Second Maj'or 
Political Rally to Oppose American Participation in a 
Third World Bloodbath," which indicated a Party meeting 
to be held on December 13, 1956. 

T-1 indicated on December 20, 1956, that the 
NRP held a meeting on December 13, 1956, at Nola Studios, 
New York City. He said that only 13 people attended .

including JAMES MADOLE, GRACE MADOLE, 

ETHEL CROOKES. Trl stated that IVIADOLE was very upset with 
the small attendance and indicated that he had mailed 700 
leaflets announcing this meeting. 

He indicated that MADOLE praised HITLER and 
Pi-emier NASSER, as well as the Arab states. He also spoke 
against Israel and the act they had committed with France 
and England ag ainst Egypt. The informant stated that 
also spoke briefly at this meeting. 



B. Publications 



T-l indicated on October 23, 1956, that JAMES 
MADOLE had indicated he had ordered 500 reprints of the 
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July "National Renaissance Bulletin," which was being 
done by CONDE MC GINLEY. MDOLE stated this issue 
had already brought a profit of $125 and that he had 
received an order for 125 copies from Florida. 

The source indicated that MADOLE recently 
had received an article from EUSTACE ^MOLLINS. leader of 
the Realpoliiical Institute, rff^#§Srm"t organization, 
with address. Post Office Box 1785/ Chicago 95, Illinois. 
He indicated this article was antf-Jewish and anti-Negro 
and entitled, "The American Mau mjAS."

T-1 indicated on November 2, 1956, that 
MADOLE had stated that he has arranged more than I^IOO 
this year selling Egyptian literature which he has 
received free of charge and in turn has sold for a 
small fee. The informant said this literature has been ' 
distributed by MADOI^S after he has placed the ru.bber stamp 
of the NRP, 10 West 90th Street, New York City, upon it. 

He indicated the two most recent pamphlets 
were a 23 page booklet entitled, ''Peace and ¥ar," and 
a 29 page booklet entitled, "Threats and Intimidation." 

T-1 indicated on November 2-7, 1956, that 
apparently MADOLE continues to get large ' amounts of Arab 
literature from the Arab Information Center and he had 
intended to display a large amount of this literature 
for sale at the Nationalist Party headquarters \;intil this 
headquarters was closed. 

T-1 indicated on December 3, 1S56, that 
PIffiDERXCK WEISS had recently printed an article entitled. 
Who Cares?" which is anti-seraitic, anti-alien and anti- 
Negro. He stated that about 80OO of these pamphlets had 
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been printed and that WEISS had delivered a quantity of 
them to MADOLEj who indicated he would distrlbvite about 
300 of them in the South. 

T-1 said that MDOLE did not indicate how these 
would be distributed but added that he would not be 
able to distribute them in the North as they might 
antagonize his Arab friends, 

T-1 indicated on December I7, 1956, that 
MADOLE had received large quantities of pro-Arab and 
pro-Egyptian literature in recent months which hewDuld 
distribute with the name of the NRP, 10 VJest 90th 
Street;, New York City, and distribute through Party 
channels. T-1 stated that some of these booklets 
included the following:

is occupied by the Nationalist Party, an anti-semi tic, 
neo-Fascist group in New York City. 



j indicated that half of the rent would 137c 
cost MDOLE >iiii.50 per month and MADOLE would have use 
of half of the window in this store. 

This source stated MADOLE is considering the 
proposition and believes it would be a good opportunity 
to display the Arab literature which the NRP is now 
distributing. T-1 added, however, that it is doubtful 
that MADOLE would agree to this offer inasmuch as he has 
constantly refused in the past many offers to cooDerate 
with the Nationalist Party when it was led by VJEST HOOKER. 
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T-1 indicated on November 27, 1956, that 
MADOLE had finally decided to utilize the Nationalist 
Party headquarters for the display of his literature and 
had advanced his share of the monthly rent which amounted 
to $22.50. However, the landlord of this building evicted 
Che Nationalist Party in November and the headquarters 
are now boarded up and all the equipment has been removed. 
T-1 ST:ated that it is probable that a few of the Nationalist 
Party members will become closely associated with JAfffiiS 
MADOLE and the NRP. 

T-1 indicated on December 26, I956, that 
there is no indication that MADOLK has attempted to 
establish any other NRP groups outside New York City 
or that the NRP has sought to associate itself with any 
other nationalist groups in the United States.

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DETAILS ; 

All information set out in this report as furnished 
by T-1;, who has furnished reliable Information in the past, 
was obtained by him from a source, which he declined to identify, 
but whom he termed reliable and a member of the captioned 
organisation. 



I. GENERAL ACTIVITIES OP THE 
. NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY 

T-1 stated on March 13, 1957^ that the National 
Renaissance Party (NRP) continues to maintain headquarters 
at 10 V/est 90th Street, New York City, in the apartment of 
JAMES MADOLE, its national leader. He stated that no public 
meetings have been held in recent months by the Party, but 
that MADOLE frequently holds informal meetings at his apartment, 
which are attended by a small number of people. He stated 
that the Party is not gaining in strength or membership, 
and that MADOLE apparently is content to operate the Party 
merely with the distribution of literature for which he 
receives a small return which takes care of Party expenses. 



I I Foreign Agents Registration 



Section, Department of Justice, Washington, D.C., advised on 
February 20, 1957, that neither JAMES MADOLE nor,Jiie_IffiP_La 



registered as the agent of a foreign principal. 

also advised that there was no registration of MADOLE or 
the NRP as a propaganda agent of any foreign principal. 

II. INDIVIDUALS CONNECTED V/ITH THE NRP 
JAMES H. MADOLE 

T-1 stated on March 13, 1957, that JAMES MADOLE 
continues to reside at 10 West 90th Street, and continues 
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to be the leader of the NRP. 

T-2, xvho is in a position to furnish reliable 
information^ was contacted on February 5^ 1957, 
and he was vmable to identify JAMES MADOLE 
by name or photograph as a visitor in the past to the 
Egyptian Consulate^ Net'* York City. 

T-3j who has furnished reliable information in 
the past^ stated on March 21, 1957^ that JM1ES MADOLE 
•still resides at 10 West 90th Street^ New York City, with 
his mother, GRACE MADOLE, and that presumably meetings of 
the NRP are being held by them, as many people visit the 
MADOLE apartment. 



GRACE MADOLE 

T«l stated on March 13, 1957, that GRACE MADOLE 
continues to be a member of the NRP, and continues to reside 
with her son, JAMES MADOLE, at 10 West 90th Street, New 
York City. He stated that she attends meetings of the NRP, 
which are frequently held at this address. He added that 
he knew of no other political activity that she, was engaged 
in, outside of aiding her son in the operation of the NRP. 

T-4, who has furnished reliable information in 
the past, indicated on January 29, 1957. that GRACE MADOLE 
is presently employed in the Receipts and Deposits Division 
of Metropolitan Life Insurance Company, 25 East 24th Street, 
New York City. He stated that she has been employed for 
many years by this firm, and that her employment has been 
considered satisfactory. He stated that because she is over 
the retirement age for women of 60 years, that her present 
employment is on a year to year basis. He stated that her 
present year expires in May, 1957:. and she has currently 
requested that her emplo;^Tnent be extended for an additional 
year. 
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ETIigL GROOKES

I* GENERAL ACTIVITIES OP THE NATIONAL 
RENAISSANCE PARTY (NRP) 

T-1 indicated on June 28, 1957, that the NRP 
continues to maintain headquarters at 10 I7est 90th 
Street, New York City, in the^artment of JAMES 
MADOLE, its national leader. 

T-1 indicated on April 29, 1957, that the NRP 
is still an anti-Semitic, anti-Negro, heo-Fascist 
organization i\rith activities generally confined to the 
New York City area. He indicated that JAMES MADOLE, 
founder and leader of the Party, is the only person 
V7ho constantly performs party functions. He stated 
the Party's main function is the printing and 
distribution of the National Renaissance Bulletin 
on a raontgOif -ji^sis and other literature from time 
to time, which is distributed throughout the United 
States and abroad where it is reprinted by similar 
organizations. He stated that the NRP recently 
has distributed large quantities of Arab literature 
after stamping it with the name of the NRP and 
that finance for the Party's operations is partly obtained 
in this manner.

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Information furnished by T-2 cannot be made public

II. INDIVIDUALS CONNECTED WITH THE NRP 

T-1 indicated on April 5 , 1957, that FREDERICK WE 
a former member of the NRP sometime ago, had indicated 
that he was angry at MADOLE because MADOLE recuses to 
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cooperate with him. T-1 said WEISS had indicated 
that he is thinking of i-jriting an attack on MADOIiE 
to the effect that MADOLE has been regularly receiving 
money from an agent of a Jewish organization. T-1 
.-said the agent referred to by VffilSS is SANPORD GRIPPITH, 
agent for the Anti-DefgmatUbfi' League in New York 
City, and that this is a laughable situation because 
IVEISS himself has been working with this agent 
for a long time. . 

T-1 indicated on April 29, 1957 j that JAMES MADOLE 
had indicated about three months ago that "Columbia 
came here and took pictures of me and I was interviewed 
. for my views on the Puerto Ricans here in New York City" . 
T-1 said he believes this was CBS Television and 
MADOLE indicated that although they stated they would 
televise it he has not heard anj/thing about it 
since that time, and he would be happy if it was not 
shovm on television because he stated "the Jews sent 
them in trying to show me up" . 

T-1 indicated on May 8, 1957, that the television 
program on which MADOLE' s interview was supposed to 
be used was shown on May 5, 1957, on CBS Television in 
a program by EDWARD R. MURROW concerning the 
Puerto Rican problem. However, MADOLE 's interview 
was not utilized, probably because it was highly 
critical of the Puerto Ricans in New York City, and 
this program showed only favorable comments concerning 
the Puerto Ricans. 

T-1 indicated on May 23, 1957, that MDOLE had 
indicated on May 21, 1957, that his vacation was 
beginning and he would make the rounds of the Arab 
establishments to obtain new literature. He indicated 
he would visit the Syrian Delegation, 515 Park Avenue 
and the Egyptian Delegation, 900 Park Avenue, on 
May 22, 1957, and expected to obtain a large amount 
of literature. T-1 said that it appears that MDOLE 
is definitely an agent for" the Arab nations, because of

upon t^dturning from the Egyptian Consulate ♦ 

On May 22^ 1957^ Special Agents of the Federal 
Bureau of investigation observed JAMES MADOLE 
entering the building at 515 Park Avenue in which 
building is located the office ot the Syrian Delegation* 
MADOLE was observed by the agents departing from 
this building approximately one hour later carrying 
several large manila envelopes which he did not have 
when he entered the building. MADOLE was later 
observed by the agents entering the building at 902 
Park Avenuey which is the address pf the Consulate 
General of Egypt and departing from this building 
several moments later. 

T-^l indicated on May 17. "1^57. that the"New 
York Journal American" on May lOj 1957. In a column 
by LOUIS SOBOID stated that a rabble-rouser who 
is an undercover a^ent for Egypt has not registered 
vjith the State Department. T-1 indicated that in 
discussing this article JAIffiS MADOLE had stated that they 
probably were referring to him.

T~l indicated on May 17, 1957 ^ that an NRP 
meeting was held at the apartment of JAMES MADOLE 
on May 2, 1957, and that MADOLE stated he and 
four other boys had distributed Arab literature on 
East 86th Street on April 27, 1957y and had encountered 
no interference. 

T-1 added that a meeting of the NRP was held at 
MADOLE s apartment on May 9, 1957, which was attended 
by LOUIS MOSTACCIO, JOSEPH RUDDEN and (First Name 
Unknown) CLARK.

^-1 indicated on June 11, 1957, that a meeting 
of the NRP was held at MDOLE's apartment on May' 
23, 1957, which was attended by MOSTACCIO, RUDDfiN and 
a Mr. BAILEY, Hec stated. this was BAILEY' s first 
meeting an^ he later invited MADOLE to his ho yie for 
dinner at 157^ First Avenue. T-1 stated that 
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an official of the Algerian^ had promised MADOLE 
that he would attend one of the Thursday night 
meetings and MADOLE had obtained literature from 
entitled. "The Itlngdom of Saudi-Arabia" 
ana "aaudi -Arabian News", dated March, 1957. 

T-1 Indicated on June 24, 1957, that a NRP 
meeting was held at the apartment of JAMES MADOLE 
on June 13, 1957, which was attended by about six 
persons. He indicated that J/ir. BAILEY was again 
present and tried to impress MADOLE with his Imowledge 
of the segregation situation in the South. T-1 
also indicated that a NRP meeting was held at 
MADOIE's apartment on June 20, 1957, which was 
attended by about six persons, and that MADOLE had 
no -new. Arab literature at this meeting. 

B. Publications 

T-1 indicated on April 29, 1957, that MADOLE 
recently indicated he had distributed Arab literature 
on the night of April 5, 1957, In the vicinity of 
East 86th Street with about .5:- individuals. MADOLE 
indicated "the Jews came along and then they called 
the cops". MADOLE said the policeman refused to 
arrest them saying there was no law against 
distributing literature. MDOLE indicated they had 
distributed about 500 pieces of literature on this 
occasion.

I» GENERAL ACTIVITIES OF THE NATIONAL 
RENAISSANCE PARTY (NRP) 

T.~l indicated on September 27, 1957, that JAIVDES 
MADOLE continues to operate'tfche NRP from his apartment at 
10 West 90th Street, New York City. He stated that MADOLE 
is the national leader and this address is the only 
headquarters of the party. He indicated further that no 
public meetings of the party have been held during the 
past months and the main activity of the party has been 
the distribution of the National Renaissance Bulletin 
dated June-July, 1957^ as well as distribution of various 
Arabic publications which MADOLE has received from Arab 
officials and has distributed through NRP sources after 
stamping this literature with the name of the NRP. 

T-1 indicated on July 19, 1957, that MADOLE 
recently complained about the slowdown in business for NRP 
literature, MADOLE indicated he is getting very little mail 
and no donations, but blames the weather conditions for this 
situation . 

MADOLE indicated he has recently been in touch with 
Saudi-Arabians and has met two or three of the officials. 
He stated that one of the Saudi-Arabisns, who had promised 
to speak at a meeting of the NRP and then excused himself 
by indicating that he was leaving town, had finished a new 
booklet, copies of which MADOLE expected to receive in the 
near future. T-1 ad ded that the individual referred to hv 



JAMES MADOLE of the NRP was interviewed by JOHN 
WINGATE on the television program, "Night Beat," channel 5, 
on July 30, 1957. WINGATE questioned MADOLE about the NRP 
and referred frequently to statements made in the House 
Un-American Activities Committee Report of December I9, 1954. 
MADOLE stated during this interview that he is a fascist 
and wants to abolish the existing constitution, but he did 
not state how this would be accomplished. 
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MADOLE stated his party stood for racial national- 
ism 8Xid social justice. MADOLE indicated that the NRP was 
opposed to Jews "because they maintained "dual citizenship," 
and he was opposed to Puerto Ricans because they are a 
"mongrel race." 

WINGATE attempted to obtain from MADOLE a statement 
concerning the number/mefibers in the NRP, but MADOLE 
evaded answering this question and also would not indicate 
in. what manner the party gained its support.

WCBS had carried a program on July 29, 1957^ which contained 
an address by JAMES MADOLE, delivered in behalf of the 
captioned organization. He stated that from statements made 
by MADOLE, he believed the NRP had for one of its aims the 
overthrow of the present form of government in this 
country. He advised that MADOLE had outlined the objectives 
of the organization as being "economic. Judicial and 
cultural," He said among the changes proposed by MADOLE 
were the abolition of free elections, the placing of prominent 
Americans, such as DOUGLAS MAC ARTHUR, in office and the 
deportation of the Negroes and Puerto Ricans to their 
country of Origin, 

T-1 indicated on August 28, 1957^ that MADOLE 
indicated to date that he had received $214.00 in donations 
resulting from his television appearance in July, He said 
that most of this money came from unknown persons, which 
meant that they are not on the NRP's regular mailing list. 
He added that MADOLE had received 39 new subscriptions 
for the National Renaissance- Bulletin as a result of his 
television appearance.

Attorney General place the NRP oh the subverisive list, 

B o Publi c at ions 

T-1 indicated on August 30, 1957> that the NRP 
Bulletin dated June- July, 1957, contains two articles

It Is noted that "Common Sense" published by the 
Educational Association of Union, New Jersey, 
which was characterized in a report issued on December 17, 
1954, by the Committee on Un-American Activities of the 
United States House of Representatives as a "hate group" 
vehicle publishing "some of the most vitriolic hate 
propaganda ever to com.e to the attention of the Committee," 
According to the report, "Common Sense" depicts Communism 
as "Judaism," and devotes its pages almost exclusively 
to attacks on. the Jewish and to a lesser extent, the Negro 
minorities in our nation. Sympathy for the former Nazi 
regime in Germany is also ifi^feoted 'into this propaganda. 
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T-1 indicated on September 27, 1957, ,that MAEOLE 
had a thousand leaflets printed by DILL MG GiNLEY-at 'the 
offices of "Common Sense" in New Jersey.

MADOLE. Ho said that MADOLE statv,d in the article that 
EISENHOWER lik^- TRUMAN and ROOSEVELT before him has 
proceedod to trample the civil rights of white Gentile 
Americans because of extreme pressure by every Jewish 
organization. He indicated that tlit brutal supression

the EISENHOWER gangster regime in Washington. He also 
stated that theiBI is trying to fz-'ame up a new sedition 
trial by aqousing leading citizens of Little Rock of 
conspiracy to foment rebellion against ^ court order 
to intergrate Central High School.

T-1 
indicated on December 3> 1957, that MADOLE stated the new 
bulletin would be delayed because all of '-ishe Arab material 
previously printed for this issue had been eliminated and 
the issue would be devoted entirely to the Church. He 
said MADOLE would devote a full bulletin later to the Arabs. 
T-1 added the title of the -article in this current bulletin 
would be The Catholic Church Verses Racial Nationalism". 

T~l indicated that this article is anti-Semitic 
and anti-Religion. He said that MADOLE has been preaching the 
anti-ChVlstlanity of l^fiet25sche for a long time and it is 
more app'^rent now that he has come under the influence of 
^M&MgW.^. Editor of the "Truth Seeker", who is a New 
York CityVCanatic presently on an all-out campaign against 
equality abd the spreading of anti-Semitism. T-1 added 
MADOLE ind%;ated that he had attended a meeting held 
November 8,\at Pythian Hall, New York City, sponsored 
by CHARLES SMITH and that MADOLE had spoken at this 
gathering against the Jews.

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On October 21, 1957^ ELMER A. BLOMGREN, Executive 
Secretary, Young Men's Christian Association (YMCA), Ithaca^ 
New York, advised SA PETER P. MAXSON that copies of a 
circular entjitled "Why Are 90 Per Gent of Communists Jews" 
and other anti-Semitic literature had been found placed in 
the periodicals in the YMCA reading room. 

On October 24, 1957. LOWELL GEORGE, Proctor, 
Cornell University, advised SA MAXSON that similar 
material had been found in the Mann Library at Cornell 
University. The abovor-mentioned circulars were all stamped 
as having been distributed by the subject organization and 
the above sources stated the identity of the person distributing 
this material is unknown. 

C. Other NRP Groups in the United States 

and Association of the NRP Other Nationalist 
Groups. 

T-4 advised on October 21, 1957, that the Seaboard 
White Citizen Council planned to piQkot the Supreme Court in 
Washington, D,C., on November 1, 1957. He said requests 
had been sent to out-of-town groups to participate in thig 
picketing, including the NRP. 

T-1 indicated on Octofcor 24, 1957, that there 
had been no mention by MADOLE of any plans to go to 
Washington in connection v/ith a Wliite Citizens Council 
demonstration on November 1, 1957. T-1 added that it 
would be impossible for MADOLE. himself, to take pajct 
in such a demonstration because of his health at present 
and that no one else connected with the NRP would participate 
without MADOLE. T-1 further stated that it is highly unlikely 
that MADOLE would cooperate with the Citizens Council, regardless 
Of his health, as he has never shown any desire in the past to 
align the NRP with any other nationalist groups. MADOLE had 
stated that he definitely would not attend a Citizens Council, 
meeting, to be held at Columbia" University on October 30, 1957. 
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No other information has been received during 
the period of this report indicating that the NRP has 
any a,ctivity outside New York City, or that it has 
attempted to associate with other nationalist groups. 
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APPENDIX 



The Seaboard White Citizen Council was operated 
by JOHN KASPER^ a noted segregationist, who was convicted 
on July 23> 1957^ at Knoxville, Tonnesse, of contempt of 
court for violating a federal court integration order. 

It is noted that "Common Sense" published by the 
Educational Association of Union, New Jersey^ which was 
characterized in a report issued on December I7, 1954, by 
the Committee on Un-American Activities of the 
United States House of Representatives as a "hate group" 
vehicle publishing "some of the most vitriolic Hate 
propaganda ever to come to the attention of the Committee," 
According to the report;. "Common Sense" depicts CoiTimunism 
as "Judaism, " and devotes its pages almost exclusively 
to attacks on the Jewish and to a lesser extent, the Negro 
minorities in our nation, Sympathy for the former Nazi 
regime in Germany is also injected into this propaganda.

MADOLE, its national leader Ke stated that IMDOLE 
holds informal gatherings weekly at this apartment, 
which are attended by a handful of NRP supporters. He 
stated that at present MADOIE is unemployed, but MADOLE 
claims to have sufficient funds to continue operation 
of the NRP. MADOLE has stated, according to T-1, 
that he plans no future, public meetings of the NRP,

MADOLE, JOE RUDDEN^ RALPH CHINELLI and an ^mknown friend 
of CHINELLI^ TONY PITTA and FRED D^ANGELO, MADOLE 
indicated during this meeting that he is thinking of 
taking over a group which is headed by a man named SMITH^ 
who is quite elderly^ and asked all hig followers 
to attend a meeting of this grop at Pythian Hall . 
on January 10, 1958,, 

T-1 indicated on Esb^-'eiaTcy vlL, 1958, that a mass 
meeting had been held on Sunday, Janua,ry S6^ 1958, at 
the headquarters of "Common Sense" in Union ^. New Jersey. 
He said MLOLE had attended this meeting with about 
eight members of the NRP, He said MADOLE was the first 
speaker at the meeting and went on for about 15 
minutes on the NRP line to the of-I^eot that the white 
race would rule, and that the Jew is the enemy of the 
white man. MADOLE also stated that Mexicans, Puerto 
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Ricans and other prototypes in South America and Asia 
would have to accept the' Inevitable or they would be 
exterminatedo MflDOLE stated "We will have to seize 
power, show no ijnstlmess and no pity." 

T-1 added that in a discussion with several 
people before the meeting MDOLE had stated that the 
NRP stands for the "corporate state and the rule of 
the white race". He attacked Christianity as being 
a total myth and praised Vikings, Romans and Germans 
under Hitler, and he. predicted that in order to survive 
"We will have to conjure another Hitler and having 
learned from the past by our mistakes and wealcnesses, that 
we will win this 'time." MADOLE also stated th^t 
"Communism and Zionism are polluting the white race 
and the world doesn't need Jews, Puerto Ricans and all 
that sc\am which is slowly weakening the white race." 

T-1 indicated on February 20, I958, that 
the "Tmth Seeker" group held a meeting on February 
14, 1958, at Pythian Hall, New York City» He said 
JAMES MADOLE attended with about eight other members of 
the WRP, and that MADOLE spoke his usual lines attacking 
the Jews, Negros and Puerto Ricans as unassim-^l^fele 
people, 

T-1- indicated on March 10, 1958, that MADOLE 
Indicated that he would attend a National Review Porum 
to be held at Hunter College on March 20, 1958. MADOLE 
stated that he and some of his boys would pass out 
NRP literature on the sidewalk prior to this m-eeting« 
It is noted that the 'fetional Revievil,' 211 East 
37th Street, New York City, states that is is "the 
weekly magazine of conservative opinion". MDOLE 
also indicated la'ef^would attend a ""Truth Seeker" meeting 
on March 14, 1958, and take members of the NRP to this meeting, 
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A Sipeclal Agent of the FBI observed JAMES 

MADOLE 3 I I and an unidentified person named 

I H n attendance at the National Review Forum, 
Hunter College, on March 20, 1958. "Snese three 
individuals were observed on the sidewalk outside 
Hunter College distributing literature to persons 
as they departed from this meeting. The literature 
distributed was in the form of various NR Bulletins 
and Arab literature stamped with the name of the NRP. 

T-1 stated on March 21, 1958^ that a 
meeting was held at Pythian Hall on March l4, 1958 
by the "Truth Seeker" group also called the Ingersoll 
Forum. He stated that JAMES MADOLE attended with a large 
group of his followers. He stated that MADOLE spoke, 
at this meeting and distributed many copies of Arab 
literature, which had been stamped with .the name of the 
NRP, 

T-l added that I I an NRP member, 
a3,so spoke briefly, but was very ineffectual and wa^ 
•barely audible. T-1 added that MADOLE appears ve3:'y 
happy with his relationship with this g3?oup inasmuch 
as he does not have to pay any rental to attend . 
these meetings and uses these meetings as his soundipg 
board and a place where he can distribute his NRP 
as well as Arab literature. 

By -Publications 

T-1 indicated on January Uy 19^8^ that 
JAMES MADOLE recently made the rounds of the' Arab 
establishments in New York City and had obtained the 
following literatuj?e, which he rubberstaraped 
with the name of the NRP and which he would 
presumably distribute through NRP channels:

Western World", by JAMES H. MADOLE. 

T-l said MADOLE indicated the proof copy would 
/go to CONDE MC GINLEY on January 20, 1958, to be 
' mimeographed at the office of "Common Sense". T~l 
said this article refers to the recent Afro-Asian 
Conference held in Cairo as being the condemnation 
of western support of the Illegitimate state of Israel, 
the Baghdad Pact and the Eisenhower Doctrine. In the 
article, MADOLE indicates that the Jewish race 
constitutes a world-wide network of subversive aliens 
who by their action are driving more than one billion 
Afro- Asians into the Soviet orbit. T-l said that 
MADOLE calls President EISENHOWER a "fawning tool 
of organized Zionism" and states that IKE helped 
Zionism during World War II, 

MADOLE also questions that the United States 
should consider relations with the Soviet Union 
objectionable at this time when during World War 
II, American had no misgivings about collaborating with 
Russia. MADOLE states that the Soviet Russian Government

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became anti-Zionist since the termination of World 
War 11^ whereas America has become a virtual 
slave of Jewish ambitions, 

T-1 indicated on January 15, 1958, MADOLE 
indicated that he recently had sold $30^00 worth

I I on ^(larch 4, 1958. advised SA JOHN 

W. FAIN that he had received a mimeographed sheet 
captioned "The Jewish Peril", which contained accusations 
against the Jewish race and cartoons of individuals 
depicting Jewish facial characteristics* He referred 
to this sheet as being "typical anti- Jewish propaganda", 
and that it was stamped as being by the National Renaissance 
Party, 10 West 90th Street^, New York 24;, New York, 

T-1 indicated on March 8, 1958, that JAMES 
MADOLE indicated the new bulletin would be ready 
for mimeographing about March 5^ 1958 ^ and the 
title would be "Anti-Semitism Justified By Histc;?y". 
MADOLE stated the main theme of the article, which 
stated the causes of anti-semitism in the Near East, 
had been written by the Arabs. MADOLE e:Kplained that the 
Arabs he had reference to x^ere "the Egyptians and 
everything clears through them"o

SjTnpathy for the 
former Nazi regime in Germany is also injected into 
this propaganda.
